1* A week ago I had a discussion with Bohdan FIDHAYNYY, a member of the 
Provid of the anti-BANDStA ZCh/OUN (Kolegiya Upovnovaahenykh) . FIDHAYNYY ap- 
peared to be very discouraged and when I asked bin why be was in this condition 
he very openly stated that it was because of the great crisis which currently 
prevails within the ranks of the anti-BANDERA S3h/0UN. 



2. This oris is was precipitated by the following conditions* First* 
there is no unity nor cooperation among the members of tha anti-BAHDESA 
ZCh/oUH. This has led to a depressing situation and today those people 
regret that they left the pro-BANDERA ZCh/OUN. • Second* and sore important* 

Is the very poor financial situation in which the anti-BAHDESA ZQy^)UM f lnds 
Itself. Its newspaper* Ukraylnakiy Samoatimyk, owes the printing company 
"Logos"* 7*5500 DM. The newspaper has oeen poying off Its debt at 50 DM 
monthly. However* the new directors of "Logos" have taken this affair to 
the Oartsan court and are attempting to collect this debt via a lav suit. 

Several days ago a representative of the Qerman court appeared at the 
offices of Ukrasrinskiy fouaostlyqyk to take away the furniture and equipment. 
This is s very W£orfeunate situation. The people who are employed at 
Dacha uerstracs e work almost without pay* Their monthly salary la from 
100-150 DM. And from this little payment they even give some money to the 
ahti-BANDERA ZCh/otJH. On the other hand* Suohasna Ukraylaa employees receive 
as such as 500-600 BM monthly. Although 2HiWVfo and ^uoaasna Ukraylna disperses 
a large portion of money* the antl-BANDERA ZCh/OUN has not been able in any 
fashion to Obtain money from them in order to straighten out its finances. 



3. The anti -BAND BRA ZCh/OUH planned to open its cam printing firm with 
the assistance of ZPDHVR and Suchaana Ukraylna in order to develop a source of 
Income and to assure the finances of iW em ploye es. Ibis plan* how ever* has 
fallen apart as the result of Volodymyr STAKHI7 and Zenon MARTS YUK’s opposition 
with ZPUllVR. STAKHI7 and MARTS YUK plan to open their own private printing firm 
from which they will benefit personally.

5. On 23 May 1955* Ivan KASHUBA related the following to me* Ten 
members of the antl-BAHDERA ZCh/OUN have approached the Provid of the pro- 
BAHDERA ZCtyfaUN with the request that they be readmitted to BANDERA’S group. 
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All of them were very die enchanted with the fact that ZPUHVR was not pro- 
tecting and supporting the anti-BAM)EKA ZGh/OUK. The pro-BAMDKIA. ZGh/OUM 
firovid will take this matter into consideration and will decide whether or 
not to re-acoept these personalities into the pro-BA WD ERA group* Three of 
them definitely will be rejected but there is a possibility that seven of 
them will be re-aooepted* New, BANDERA ‘s Provid is querying its Territorial 
Provide concerning the position BANDBIA should take concerning these individuals* 
The Provid is afraid that the membership may take a dim view should he re-aocept 
these people* On the other hand. If the Provid does not accept these personali- 
ties, then the latter will be completely disenchanted politically* will drop 
out of Ukrainian political affairs, thus creating a loss for Ukrainians. There 
are many good people among them who can make a good contribution to Ukrainian 
affairs*

6* This affair Should be considered very carefully* If ZPUHVR and 
Suchasna Ukrayina does not change its position vis-a-vis the antl-BANDERA
